SUBMARINE SALMON. 


The submarine Salmon is being 
stored with supplies at the Fore River 
preparatory to taking a trip unpre- 
cedented in the history of this class 
of boats. 

The Salmon was built by the Elec- 
tric Boat Co. at the Fore River yards, 
and was launched March 12, 1910. Her 
sponsor was Miss Eunice May Fitz- 
gerald, daughter of Mayor John F. 
Fitzgerald of Boston, who with Mrs. 
Fitzgerald were present at the launch- 
ing. During the past few weeks the 
Salmon has been at Provincetown 
undergoing her trials’and she proved 
herself the fastest submarine afloat. 

The trip planned for the Salmon is 
from Quincy to the Bermudas and re- 
turn, a distance of something like 
2,000 miles. This is by far the long- 
est surface trip ever made by one of 
this class of boats, and it will be 
watched with unusual interest, not 
only by the naval men of this coun- 
try, but by naval powers all over the 
world. During this trip she will be 
in command of Gregory C. Davison 
of the Electric Boat Co., a former of- 
ficer of the United States navy. 

It is expected that the Salmon will 
leave the Fore River next Tuesday. 
Officials of the Electric Boat Co. have 
perfect confidence in the seaworthi- 
ness of the Salmon, and her success 
on the contemplated trip means much 
to her builders.

General R. E, Lee, at 10.30 A. M., 
April 2 telegraphed to President Davis 
that Richmond, the capital of the Con- 
federacy, must be evacuated at once, 
which order was executed by early 
morning of the next day. 

The first Stars and Stripes hoisted 
in Richmond on that eventful day was 
raised by Miss Elizabeth L. Van Lew, 
who was a highly valued spy during 
the war. She raised this flag with 
her own hands over her house, at an 
early hour, before the Federal troops 
had fairly entered the city. 

Mr. John P. Reynolds, Jr., of Boston, 
the executor of her estate, contributes 
the story of this flag, which in sub- 
stance, is subjoined, A 

Miss Van Lew, after all her four 
years of labor and the extreme danger 
through which she had passed, seeing 
that the fall of Richmond was immi- 
nent and that the Civil War was 
about to come to an end, determined 
to have a large flag to celebrate the 
end of the great struggle; she suc- 
ceeded in getting a message to Gen- 
eral Butler, who procured this flag for 
her. Flags of that size were not com- 
mon in the army and not to be had on 
the fighting lines; but owing to Miss 
Van Lew's prominence and great value 
as a spy, and the interest which such 
men as Butler and others felt for her, 


they took the trouble to. please her, 
and procured the flag and got it 


through the lines to her, which was 
no easy thing to do, for one would as 
soon think of storing friction matches 
in a powder magazine, as being 
with a package as large as an ordinary 
handbag, which contained nothing but 
a great United States flag, but she got 
it through and kept it ina place of 
Safety until the right moment arrived. 
Then on the 3d of April, being 
through her close connection with the 
Northern generals informed as to just 
when the army would arrive and just 
exactly what would be done, was 
ready to hoist the flag before the 
troops had entered the city, knowing 
that she was safe in so doing; more- 
over, her house was in such position 
that she was able to see, by going to 
the roof, from which one can look 
over all the James River and others 
parts of the city, pretty much the 
exact moment when it was safe to 
hoist the flag. This flag about 
twenty-nine feet long and something 
like nineteen feet wide, and has thirty- 
four stars in the canton. 

On the 3d of April, 1865, before the 
Federal troops had fairly entered the 
city, this large flag was run up on the 
Van Lew mansion so that when they 
came in by the eastern end of the 
city, known 4s Rocketts, and marched 
up Main street in sight of the old 
house, the flag was flying then. This 
must have therefore, been put up 
some time, perhaps an hour, before a 
United States flag was put up on the 
Capitol. 

Elizabeth L. Van Lew was born in 
Richmond, Virginia, October 15, 
1818. Her father was a man of means 
and gave his daughter a splendid ed- 
ucation, and she lived the life of a re-

fined and elegant woman of the Old 
Dominion. Her father died in 1860, 
and when the war came on she an- 


nounced her loyalty to the Union. 

Miss Van Lew of invaluable 
service, in many instances, to General 
Grant in his campaign around Rich- 
mond. She communicated information 
to him in various ways that he could 
not have otherwise obtained. Presi- 
dent Grant appointed her postmaster 
of Richmond, and on February 26, 
1877, just before his second term ex- 
pired, he paid tribute to her loyalty 
as follows: 

“Miss Van Lew was appointed by me 
postmaster of Richmond, Virginia, 
soon after my entrance upon the dut- 
ies of President, from a knowledge of 
her entire loyalty during the rebellion 
and her services in the cause. She has 
filled the office since with capacity 
and fidelity, and is very deserving of 
continued confidence by a Republican 
administration.” 

She served several years as 
master, until her removal by President 
Cleveland. Then she went to Wash- 
ington, where she had a_ clerkship, 
resigning when taken from the first 
class and lowered to the second. 

Colonel Paul J. Revere, of the 
Twentieth Massachusetts Regiment, 
and a grandson of the famous Paul, 
was taken prisoner during the war and 
confined in the Libby prison, where 
he was befriended in several ways by 
Miss Van Lew. Colonel Revere was 
killed at Gettysburg. In later years, 
when she was in need, remembering 
the assistance she had rendered him, 
a party of four Boston gentlemen, in- 
cluding Mr. John P. Reynolds, Jr., 
relatives and friends of Colonel Re- 
vere, regularly sent her $1000 annual- 
ly until her death at Richmond, Sep- 
tember 26, 1900. 

A boulder, suitably inscribed, the 
gift of Massachusetts admirers of Miss 
Van Lew, has been placed over her 
grave in Shookoe Hill cemetery, Rich- 
mond. 

When Miss Van Lew’s furniture and 
effects were sold at auction in Bos- 
ton, in November, 1900, Mrs. Nathan-

PATENT MEDICINES CONDEMNED. 


People who reside in dry towns and 
who have depended on perfumed and 
patent medicines etc, with which to 
appease the appetite for stimulent 
will have to look for some other sub- 
stitute for the internal revenue 
bureau at Washington has put the law 
on more than 200 preparations which 
hereafter may only be handled by 
drug stores only after a government 
liquor license is paid. 

These preparations, including many 
well known because of their wide ad- 
vertisement, were examined by the 
chemists of the treasury department 
and held to be insufficiently medicat- 
ed to render them unfit for use as a 
beverage or take them out of the class 
of alcoholic beverage. 

Treasury department officials said 
they believed that many of these 
preparations were concocted mainly 
for sale in “dry territory” where the 
prohibition laws made it impossible 
to obtain legally anything with a 
liquor flavor. It is estimated that 
there are 40,000 druggists in the 
United States, slightly more than half 
of whom pay the $25 yearly special 
tax which permits them to sell the 
preparations involved. Other stores 
which continue to vend these mix- 
tures now will be required to pay the 
tax, and the United States treasury 
will be enriched accordingly. 

Sec. MacVeagh thas issued an order 
fixing a standard of medication to 
govern the chemists of the internal 
revenue bureau in passing on _ the 
question of the amount of alcohol that 
may be used in medicinal preparations 
in the future, so that they may come 
within the requirements of law. Al- 
cohol will be permitted only to the 
amount necessary to hold in solution 
all medicine used or to extract or 
preserve the same. Each prescribed 
dose of a mixture must contain a 
normal dose for an adult of drugs or 
medicines of recognized therapeutic 
value,

SPEED 


LIMITS, 


There is now a speed limit for 
motor vehicles where the operator's 
views of the road trafic is obstructed. 
As amended Section 16 of the Act of 
1910 reads: 

“Sect. 16 Every person operating 
a motor vehicle on any way in this 
commonwealth shall run it at a rate 
of speed at no time greater than is 
reasonable and proper, having  re- 
gard to traffic and the use of the way 
and the safety of the public. 

“It shall be prima facie evidence 
of a rate of speed greater than is 
reasonable and proper as aforesaid 
if a motor vehicle is operated on any 
way outside of the thickly settled or 
business part of a city or town at a 
rate of speed exceeding twenty miles 
per hour for the distance of a quar- 
ter of a mile. 

“It shall be prima facie evidence of 
a rate of speed greater than is reas- 
onable and proper as aforesaid if a 
motor vehicle is operated on any way 
inside the thickly settled or business 
part of a city or town at a rate of 
speed exceeding fifteen miles per 
hour for the distance of one eighth 
of a mile. 

“If a motor vehicle is operated on 
any way at a rate of speed exceeding 
eight miles per hour where the op-

Of all the legislation that has 
passed Congress in the last 10 years, 
the act establishing the Postal Sav- 
ings Banks is by far the most pop- 
ular. From all over the country 
came letters demanding that these 
Banks be established in every post- 
office, so that the people with small 
sums of money may deposit the 
same with “Uncle Sam,” and draw a 
small percent of interest thereon, 
and at the same time, rest assured 
that “Uncle Sam” is a good, honest 
banker, who pays his depositors dol- 
lar for dollar, The Postmaster Gen- 
eral is making tremendous efforts to 
establish these Banks for the peo- 
ple in all parts of the country, and 
in a few months it is predicted that 
Postal Savings Banks will be “doing 
business” in every county in the 
United States

A dispatch from Washington in to- 
day’s issue will be of interest to bat- 
tleship contractors and shipbuilders 
in general. It is a decision of the At- 
torney General relative to the eight- 
hour clause to be inserted in the con- 
tract for the new battleship to be 
awarded in a few months. 

The dispatch intimates that it is a 
victory for the private shipbuilders, 
but it looks more like a yictory for 
the Steel trust against whom labor 
waged its battle. It is mot easy to 
reach the makers of material that 
enter into a battleship. The govern- 
ment may regulate hours on battle- 
ships, that is work done at the ship- 
yards, but to say where the Fore 
River company shall buy its materi- 
al is another question. 

Unless the Fore River Company is 
ready to put its shipyard in Quincy 
upon the eight-hour basis for all em- 
ployees, it probably will not put in 
a bid for new battleship soon to be 
awarded. Should some other com- 
pany get the contract, it could under 
the ruling of the Attorney General, 
take a sub contract for turbines or 
other machinery.

Although a majority of the City 
Council voted in favor of the $48,000 
loan order to install water meters 
throughout the city, the minority

An ap- 
propriation of $48,000 on a 30-year 
loan meant a larger sum for interest, 
or over $100,000 for meters, in addi- 
tion to what has already been ex- 
pended. The contention of the Daily 
Ledger, that the installation of meters 
would not decrease the Metropolitan 
assessments upon the city, is well 
borne out by the Boston Transcript, 
under date of July 20. After giving

“This situation comes about from 
the fact that the cost of the metropol- 
itan water system is very largely in 
interest and sinking fund require- 
ments, which will be diminished very 
little for some years to come. The 
and the fixed charges for interest and 
sinking fund amounted to over 80 
per cent. The interest charge was 
$1,395,403.49 and that for sinking fund, 


make a substantial reduction in the 
water debt therefore little saving can 
be made in this direction. The only 
possible saving is in maintenance, 
and with the immense system to be 
kept up there will not be any very 
material change in the cost of 
maintenance for some years. 

“The result is that with two-thirds

GAS EARNINGS, 


The net earnings of the Citizens 
Gas Light Company of Quincy show 
an increase of $12,238 for the year 
ending June 30, 1910, over the pre- 
ceding year, according to the report 
of the Massachusetts Gas Companies 
just issued. 

Here are the figures for the month 
of June for four years: 


June 1907, deficit $457 
June 1908, deficit 691 
June 1909, deficit 354 
June 1910, surplus 1,702 


The increase in the gas output of 
the Quincey company for June was 
29 


29 per cent plus, compared with 32 
per cent plus for June 1909. For the 


year however the increase of the gas 


output was 36 per cent. plus com- 
pared with 32 per cent plus for the 
preceding year. 

The net earnings of the Quincy 
company for four years follow: 


Year Ending 


June 30, 1907, deficit $5,554 
June 30, 1908, deficit 8,065 
June 30, 1909, deficit 3,662 
June 30, 1910, surplus 8,576 


The percentage of increase of gas 
output for the year was much larger 
in Quincy than eleswhere. The in- 
crease of the Boston Consolidated 
Company was less than 3 per cent, 
and for the East Boston company 
less than 18 per cent, compared with 
Quincy's 36.82. 


BOATING PRECAUTIONS, 


If you go boating this summer, 
take a few precautions that are 
simple, but may save your life and 
the lives of your companions. Don't 
rock the boat. Don't offer to take 
people out rowing unless you know 
how both to row and to swim. Mere- 
ly because it looks so easy when an 
expert manages a boat, don't infer 
that anybody can learn how to take 
care of a boat just by watching or 
that things marine come to some 
people intuitively. 

When you are about to hire a boat 
see to it that the craft is safe nd 
seaworthy and provided with life 
preservers or their equivalent. You 
don't expect accidents. But if acci- 
dents happened only when we ex- 
pected them, they would be gloriously 
few. Even though you are sure you 
don't need them, take a stout bowline, 
enough life preservers (or boards, if 
life preservers are unavailable) to 
go round, an anchor, a big can to 
bail with and an extra pai~ of oars. 

In getting into the boat, be sure to 
step right into the bottom over the 
keel. If this is too far to reach, step 
into the middle of the seat and then 
down. Have some one steady the 
boat while you do this. Step on the 
gunwale only if you want to capsize. 
Distribute the weight as evenly as 
possible. When once in the boat, 
don't stretch out to pick waterlilies 
or to grasp the pier. Let the person 
in the bow land first, taking the bow- 
line and steadying the boat for the 
others. 

If by any chance you do upset—keep 
your head and watch for a chance to 
seize the upturned boat, any floating 
planks, or the life preservers.--Bos- 
ton Herald.

SUBMARINE SALMON, 


Submarine Salmon which left for a 
1600-mile run to Bermuda and return 
in a trial for ocean-going submarines, 
has returned to Fore River, where she 
is now at the Electric Boat company’s 
yards. 

The Salmon started from the Fore 
River ship yards on July 5, and, aver- 
aging nine knots an hour, arriving 
at Hamilton, Bermuda, on the 10th. 
When she left Boston she was sub- 


merged all except the conning tower 


and the periscope, and made the en- 
tire trip submerged to that extent. 
The men therefore were below the 


water line on the entire trtp, and for 
two days on the outward journey the 
was up and the air 
mained breathable. 

The boat was provisioned the 
voyage and carried 6000 gallons of 
gasolene, which was enough to make 
the trip both ways, but at Bermuda 
they took on extra provisions and 2000 
more gallons of gasolene, so that they 
would be well supplied in case of an 
emergency. 

On the out-bound trip all were sea- 
sick except Captain Momm, Flanagin, 
the and one of the crew. The 
boat left Fore River with Gregory C. 
Davison, vice president of the Elec- 
tric Boat company, which equipped 
the Salmon, in command, and Cap- 
tain Momm, who will have command 
boat in future, was second in 
command. The boat carried a 
crew of twenty-one men, all of whom 
were from the United States navy. 

The return trip was made in better 
time and under better conditions. The 
average speed was ten knots an hour, 
They left Bermuda on the 13th, and 
sighted the Nantucket lightship on 
Friday night. The Salmon was forced 
to lie there for twenty-four hours on 
account of the heavy fog.

Provincetown, where they stayed un- 
til Sunday morning. They made a 
rapid run across the bay, averaging 
twelve knots, to Fore River, where 
they docked at the yards of the Elec- 
tric Boat company. 

The Salmon was accompanied on 


the trip by the Storm King, which is 
one of the largest ocean-going tugs in 
the United States service. The Storm 


King had a very bad trip, and be- 
side the crew being seasick, they were 
continually bothered by minor acci- 
dents. 

Captain Momm said that the trip 
had been a great success, and had 
definitely proved that submarines 
were capable of making ocean trips 


without a tug accompanying them to 
act as pilot. 

Captain Momm in talking over the 
trip said: “We far exceeded the speed 
which we expected to make. The one 
great hardship of the voyage was the 
forced abstinence from tobacco of any 
kind. I fear that the men missed this 
more than anything else, and during 
their hours of rest they seemed at a 
loss for something to take its place. 
Matches are strictly against the rules, 
as is any kind of fire, because it is 
not unusual for gases to escape and 
then an explosion would be inevitable 
if fire in form happened te be 
about. 

“We kept the boat closed as tight as 
a drum for two days on the way down, 
and did not have the least sign of bad 
air. We were equipped with 4800 
cubic feet of air, which was held in 
twenty-eight tanks, but we did not 
use any of it either way, and beside 
the two days when the boat was closed 
for hours and were not forced to use 
the reservoir supply of air.”

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SHOOTING FATALITY. 


Louis Restilli of Willard street, 


West Quincy went crazy Friday after- 
noon and did a wholesale shooting 
at South and West Quincy. 

Shortly after 2-P. M. he apeared at 
the stone yard of Restii Bros., off 
Penn street. He was seen to come 
from Penn street armed with two Colt 
revolvers. William M, Adrian, the 
bookkeeper was first encountered and 
when ten feet away Restilli fired two 
shots at him. Both missed him. 

He then turned his attention to his 
least 

re- 


brother Jasper and fired at 
four shots at him. Jasper was 
moved to the City Hospital and will 
probably die. 

Louis escaped to a buggy that was 
near the ice house of C. Patch & Son 
and escaped by the way of Columbia 


street. 

Hither before or,after this Louis 
shot his mother on Trafford street 
and also Ben Bishop of Bishop Bros. 
on Intervale street. 

Restilli also visited the granite 
quarry of C. H. Hardwick & Co., and 
fatally shot Henry E. Hardwick, the 
senior member who is one of Quin- 
cy’s largest taxpayers. John Hall 
took charge of the body of Mr. Hard- 
wick and took it to his home on 
Washington street. 

At 3.40 the police call was sounded 
to get help to search for Louis Res- 
tilli, who was at large. 

C. Theodore Hardwick of the firm of 
C. H. Hardwick & Co., was also shot 
in the knee ,and is now at the City 
Hospital. 

Benjamin Bishop was also taken to 
the Hospital after the shooting. 

Alex. Robertson of Franklin place 
and Jobn Swanson of 107 Cranch and 
and others were witnesses of the 
shooting at the works of Restilli 
Bros, Mr. Adrian the bookkeeper, had 
just visited the yard and handed the 
men their pay envelopes, and was 
stooping over trying to geta bolt out 
of a joist. Both shots fired athim 
went wild. 

Jasper Resilli was in the yard 
when two shots were fired at him but 
escaped into the shed. The murderer 
followed and fired twice more at his 
prostrate form. At last accounts 
Jasper was living at the Hospital. 

It now seems that the first victim 
o fthe shooting was Mrs. Marie Res- 
telli of 80 Trafford street. After 
shooting his mother he went to the 
granite works of hsi two brothers 
where he fired several bullets into 
his brother Jaspre. 

Randolph Restelli run home and on 
entering the house he was surprised 
to find his mother dead on the floor. 

Restelli who was in a team he got 
from P. T. Fallon drove to the ayrd 
of Ed, and Ben Bishop on Intervale 
street, when he called out Ben. AS 
he came out of the door he saw the 
revolver in Restelli hand and grappled 
with him, 

Then Restelli reached for a second 
revolver and fired several shots into 
Bishop. From there he drove a short 
distance, when some boys saw him 
stop and load his revolver. He then 
drove to the office of C. H. Hard- 
wick & Co. on Quarry street. Enter- 
ing he fired point blank at Henry E. 
aHrdwick. The bullet struck him in 
the breast and he dropped dead. 

C. Theodore Hardwick who was al- 
so in the office jumped up( and as he 
felt a bullet strike him in the left 
knee, which felled him to the ground. 

Restelli then left the office and in 
the confusion got away, and is proba- 
bly now in the woods at the North 
Common. 

Jaspre Restelli, Ben Bishop and C. 
Theodore Hardwick were removed to 
the City Hospital. 

Thief Burrell, Inspector McKay and 
Goodhue and all the regular reserve 
and special police are scouring the 
woods about West Quincy as are al- 
so the members of the fire depart- 
ment. The police call of Milton and 
the Metropolitan police was also 
sounded, and al ltheir men are out on 
the hunt, so that every available spot 
is being covered with armed men. 

Mayor Shea is taking an active in- 
terest in the hunt, an dis rendering 
valuable assistance. 

At least seven shots hit H. E. Hard- 
wick, all about the breast, so that 
death was instantaneous. Drs. 
Hunting, Hardwick and others attend- 
ed him. 

Mrs. Hardwick was at Kenberma, at 
their summer cottage at the time, but 
was hastily brought to Quincy b yher 
son Robert A. Hardwick. She was 
prostrated by the cruel blow, and for 
a while there was great anxiety for 
her . 

The four o'clock train from Boston 
brought a corps of 25 reporters and 
photographers who are on the scene.

Somerville is talking of establishing 
a tuberculosis camp. Members of the 
Board of Health and the Visiting 
Nursing Association are making every 
effort to get,the camp and the building 
inspector and some of the doctors 
have visited other camps for ideas. 
Early in the year the bldermen appro- 
priated $500 to assist in fighting the 
disease but that will go only a very 
short way, and cannot in any way help 
to establish a camp, so much desired. 
When such a camp is established it 
will be of a permanent character. 
The physicians and nurses best in- 
formed on this work feel that a day 
camp does not in any way meet the 
requirements. The patient, they feel, 
can get the best results from the 
treatment if it be permanent. In 
many cases the benefits the patients 
desire while in the day camp are off- 
set when they return to their homes 
for the night, as the conditions at 
home are not suitable for following 
the treatment. 

Although Quincy is a much smaller 
city than Somerville, interested citi- 
zens. have established a camp which 
is proving a success and will it is 
hoped, be ultimately taken over by the 
city and the work continued on broad- 
er lines.

TRAIN SERVICE CONFERENCE. 


The committee on better train ser- 
vice for Quincy has had a conference 
with officials of the N. Y., N. H. & H. 
R. R., and feel confident that success 
will crown their efforts, as they were 
very cordially received, and assured 
that the petition would be granted in 
part if not entirely. 

The committee met at the Board of 
Trade rooms Tuesday evening with 
Henry L. Kincaide, chairman pro tem, 
and Winfield S. Hamlin, secretary pro 
tem: ” 

The special committee appointed re- 
ported that they met Sunday and re- 
vised the entire train service. They 
went before the railroad officials Mon- 
day at 11 A. M. and presented the case 
of the people. This committee includ- 


the early morning trains, there having 
been complaint on the part of postal 
employes who had to report for wo k 
in the Boston postoffice at 6.45 that 
the present train leaving Quincy at 
6.20 did not get them in on time and 


The committee was given an_ in- 
terview by Assistant Passenger Agent 
Call on Monday, and the members 
were very cordially and considerately 
received. Mr. Call seemed very anx- 
ious to find out just what the people 
of Quincy wanted. 

The committee did not ask for a sin- 
gle additional train, but asked that 
certain trains that now pass through 
Quincy express be stopped at certain 
Stations where it was felt that they 
would do the most good. The com- 
mittee felt that the company could do 
this without upsetting their present 
timetable. Not only did the commit- 
tee seek to improve the train service 
for the early morning workingmen, 
but kept in mind also the trains that 
might benefit them in the afternoon, 
and also the trains that would benefit 
the employes of the Boston Gear 
Works, the foundries at Norfolk 
Downs and employes of the Tubular 
Rivet Works at Wollaston. 

The committee put in two hours of a 
sweltering Sunday afternoon in mak- 
ing up their schedule. 

The committee asked for the follow- 
ing changes in the present service: 

That the 6.17 train from Braintree 
should be set back five minutes and 
stop at Quincy Adams, Atlantic and 
South Boston, in addition to the pres- 
ent stops, and arrive in Boston at 6.30. 

That the train leaving Quincy Ad- 
ams at 7.20 and running express to 
Popes Hill be stopped at Quincy. 

That the train leaving Braintree at 
7.28 and running express to Wollas- 
ton be stopped at Quincy. 

That the train leaving Quincy at 
9.06 and running express to Boston 
from Wollaston be stopped at Quincy 
Adams. 

That the train leaving Quincy at 
1.14 and running express from Wol- 
laston be stopped at Quincy Adams. 

That the train leaving Braintree at 
7.04 in the evening and stopping at 
Atlantic and Neponset only, be stopped 
at Quincy. 

When the committee got down to 
asking trains for the workmen for 
the Boston Gear Works and the em- 
ployes of the foundries at Norfolk 
Downs, they were informed that a pre- 
vious petition on the same matter had 
come before them and had been at- 
tended to. 

The committee also ask that the 
train leaving West Quincy for Boston 
at 6.25 in the morning be stopped at 
South Boston and that the train leav- 
ing West Quincy at 7.55 be stopped at 
Atlantic. The South Boston stop was 
asked for because the committee 
found that many men living in Quincy 
and West Quincy, also in East Milton, 
who work in the big lumber districts 
and plaining mills of the south end, 
have had to go to Boston, up to with- 
in a few days at least, and then ride 
back to South Boston. 

On the subject of outward traims the 
committee asked that the 12.15 train 
be stopped at South Boston on Satur- 


Quincy. 

That the road give its careful con- 
sideration in making up its winter 
schedule at least to a train that would 
leave Boston for Quincy and way sta- 
tions at midnight. 

The committee had all these 
changes mapped out in a comprehen- 
sive manner so that Mr. Call could 
follow the train movements on his 
train sheet, and when the committee 
had concluded he told the members 
that they had come before him much 
better equipped with just the informa- 
tion he wanted to know than any oth- 
er committee had ever done. He said 
that he would take up the matter with 
the head transportation office immedi- 
ately and said a reply ought to come 
back in regard to some of the trains 
asked for, within five days. If all 
the trains could not be granted, he 
said he would keep the changes in 
mind when the fall schedule was put 
into force Sept. 17. 

This report was accepted by the 
committee as a whole and the meeting 


of the Board of Trade.

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BETTER FREIGHT FACILITIES. 


Officials of the N. Y., N. H. & H. R. 
R. were at So. Quincy Monday to meet 
a committee of the Board of Trade 
who are working to secure a larger 
freight yard and better facilities for 
loading granite. They were met at 
Quincy Adams at 10.30 A. M. by 
Messrs. John R. Richards, Edward J. 
Sandberg and E. R. Atweed. 
The officials representing the rail- 
road were G. M. Wood, assistant gen- 
eral freight agent; F. S. Hobbs, freight 
traffic master; and A. W. Martin, su- 
perintendent, 

At the time the South 
Quincy freight yard is the only outlet 
for the immense quantities of granite, 
crude and finished, which come and 
go in an dout of Quincy, excepting a 


present 


hand boom derrick at West Quincy. 
Necessarily the greater part of the 


shipments are in small lots since the 
total product is shipped to numerous 
points, thus the electrically operated 
crane, though it works smoothly, is 
unable to work speedily as would be 
the case if one car at a time could be 
loaded its full capacity. Neither 
are the freight cars fully loaded, and 
it estimated that fully two-thirds 
of the car capacity is unused. In the 
month of April and May the greatest 
rush of shipments occurs, and with 
but one crane operating, it requires 
nearly five times as many teams to 
haul the stone as would be necessary 
with two cranes operating. 

As a temporary relief, a hand crane 
of the type formerly in use at the 
place will be installed, and there is 
no doubt of the benefit to be obtained. 

The fact that the freight shipments 
are only made at night from this 
point also causes material delay. 

The committee the 
Board of Trade had in mind, however, 
a site adjacent to the Granite branch 
of the New Haven road’s track, a de- 
pression about hundred yards 
wide by one thousand yards long, on 
the north side of the track midway 
between West Quincy and Braintree, 
which presents an ideal location for 
granite yards, and for a central gran- 
ite shiping point for Quincy. Directly 
accessible to South and West Quin- 
cy and the quarries and with hardly 
an exception convenient for 
granite dealer’s shipping, in 
cases more so than the Quincy Ad- 
ams yard. This hollow is ideal for 
the purpose. Low ground is a requis- 
ite in the operation of a granite yard 
and at this point there is an abund- 
ance of it. Here also the freight ship- 
ments would be little interfered with 
by passenger traffic and would not be 
delayed by the necessity of switching 
back and forth. 

The railroad owns about six acres 
of land at this point which would 
gladly be leased by granite dealers 
and so filled in without cost. 

At this point the freight yard could 
easily be introduced and a crane in- 
stalled and the siding there made the 
central shipping point out of the way

The railroad officials seemed very 
favorable to the establishment of a 
freight yard at this point, and the oc- 
cupation of the surrounding land by 
granite yards, and felt that in a 
reasonable time the desired change 
will be made. 

However, although there is conges- 
tion at Quincy Adams now, the ex- 
tension work which is pushing from 
Boston to Braintree will ease condi- 
tions at the shipping point 
one hundred percent the additional 
facilities the suggested 
day will still be necessary so that the 
urgency and justice of suggestion hy 
the Board of Trade is apparent.

Hanson was handi- 
capped from the first by having no 
one to call upon, and that he did all 
that any man could do under the cir- 
cumstances to get the machinery 
the law in motion to apprehend the 
man, and therefore is in no Way open 
eo censure, 

This is not the first time that the 
officer on duty at the station has been 
handicapped by the lack of some one 
to call upon in case of emergency. It 
not infrequently happens that a call 
for the wagon comes and there is no 
one to send with it. Illustration of the 
point in view occurred Tuesday when 
the patrol wagon went to Braintree 
with a load of officers shortly before 
noon, and did not return to the station 
until late in the afternoon. Had 
there been a call for the wagon and 
officers any time during the greater 
part of Tuesday there was not a man 
that could be sent, for Sergt. Hanson 
was left alone at the Police station.

In the distance flights from Har- 
vard aviation field, Mr. Glidden  be- 
lieves the balloons should go as far 
as Minnesota in three days and three 
nights. There never has been a bal- 
loon contest before in which hydro- 
gen gas was used. This Quincy meet 
for balloons alone will be the largest 
ever held in this country east of St. 
Louis. 


MANY SUICIDES. 


According to statistics complied by 
the Spectator of New York the prob- 
able number of suicides in the United 
States during the year 1909 may con- 
servatively be placed at not less than 
Over one-half of the suicides 
were by poison and firearms and the 
Spectator declares that the sale of 
these should be a matter of much 
more effective control. 

The suicide rate from 65 American 
cities during 1909 confirms the con- 
clusion of previous years that the 
rate is decidedly excessive and on the 
increase. Compared with 1908 the 
rate has slightly decreased from 21.1 
to 20.6 but otherwise there has been 
only one year since 1890 when in ad- 
dition to 1908, the rate was higher 
than in 1909 and that was in 1904. 
These facts, the Spectator adds, form 
a suggestive commentary upon the 
state of private and public morality 
of the present day.” ‘

The six weeks’ work has been 
profitable. The sort of individual 
teaching which the girls have had 
should make a difference in their 


whole school course. It has amount- 
ed to private tutoring. 

The girls who were slow in arithme- 
tic and geography have had assis- 
tance from Miss Birse, which should 
bring them up to grade; there has 
been a marked improvement in the 
ability to spell on the part of those 
who participated in the spelling 
matches; the business course cannot 
fail to be useful to the girls all 
through their lives. 

If each one attempted to pay for 
what she has received she must spend 

2.50 per day, and as there were 18 
school days each girl received in- 
struction from the Education commit- 
tee of the Quincy Women’s Club 
amounting to $45. If that amount is 
multiplied by the number of girls in 
the summer school an idea of the 
actual worth of what the girls have 
received may be obtained. 

It is to be hoped that the general 
benefits are incalculable although, 
some of them may be long in coming 
to fruition.

NEW TROLLEY CONNECTION,

PLONEER WOMEN OF THE WEST. | 
| 


Mrs. Catherine Belknap, sole sur- 
vivor of the Watts wagon train party,/| 
wlich crossed the plains from Iowa} 
to Oregon in 1848 and oldest pioneer 
wceman in the Northwest, celebrated 
the 90th anniversary of her birthday 
at the home of her grandson, Walter 


Belknap, 2323 East Providence ave- 
nue, Spokane, a few days ago. She 


is in good -health and expects to 
reach the century mark. She has not 
experienced a day’s sickness in 8&3 
years. 

Mrs. Belknap is a native of Ohio, 
born on August 15, 1820. When 19 
years of age, she married George 
Belknap and moved to Van Buren 
county, lowa, then a territory, where 
she and her husband joined the Watts 
party. The train, which was com- 
posed of 40 wagons, started for Ore- 
gou, in which territory the govern- 
ment then offered a half section of 
land to every settler. The Belknaps 
settled 100 of 
City, living there 30 years. 

The trip across the plains was 
fraught with danger and troops of 
soldiers were assigned to guard the 
emigrants from attack by hostile In- 
dians. Mrs. Belknap 
of shots were exchanged daily, but 
few were injured. When the party 
reached the Oregon border the party 
divided, 20 of the 
the Cascade mountains and there 
again divided, 10 wagons’ going 
through to a point 100 miles south of 
Oregon City, 

Mr. and Mrs. Belknap moved 
Washington territory in 1879, and 
settled in the Palouse country, 40 
miles south of Spokane, which then 
had a population of 250 and one gen- 
eral store and a cross-roads postof- 
fice, the mail being brought

IS HE A POLICEMAN? 


A question that isjexciting much 
interest in policé circles is now pend- 
ing before the District court. The 
case is that of James Sweeney, Her- 
bert DeCoste and John Collins, who 
are charged by Thomas A. Malone 
with assault upon an officer while in 
the of his duty. The 
question at issue is whether or not 
Malone is a police officer in the mean- 
ing of the Civil service law. 

J. J. McAnarney represents the gov- 
ernment and Congressman O'Connell 
the defendants. The point was raised 
by Congressman O'Connell, which is 
that Malone was not appointed a po-} 
lice officer in accordance with the law, 
and therefore had no right to act 
a regular or reserve officer. That is 
an officer at all.

At the 
same time the names of those having 
sucessfully passed, were certified to 
the appointing officer as eligible to ap- 
pointment as special policemen. When 
the Mayor appointed them as such he 
notified the Civil Commission 
that he had made such appointments, 
which fact was recorded on a book 
kept for that purpose and became a

In regard to Malone, the gentleman 
said, that while he had not consulted] 
the records in regard to his appoint- 
ment as a special officer he presumed 
that his appointment had been made 
in the Same way. 

As stated above, the question raised 
is an important one, as it effects 
number of other men who are known 
as special police officers. 

There does not seem to be a clear 
understanding on the part of the gen- 
eral public as to the meaning of the 
terms “special police,” ““reserve po- 
lice,” and “permanent police.” 

Under the civil service act, which 
the city accepted some years ago, all 
appointments to the police force must 
be made in accordance with these 
rules, and a may.jn order to become 
a police officer must take the civil 
service examination, and must also be 
between the ages of 22 and 40 years, 
unless a veteran of the Civil war. If 
he passes the examination, that is if 


a 


becomes eligible for appointment, and 
is name goes on the eligible list. 

Unless appointed in the meantime 
his name remains on the eligible list 
for two years, at the end of which 
time he must take another examina- 
tion in order to remain on the list. 
If, however, he reaches the age of 
40 years before he receives an ap- 
pointment to the reserve list, he is 
debarred from further examinations, 
and his chances of 2ver becoming a 
regular officer are gone. 

While he remains on the eligible 
list the rule has been to appoint him 
a “special police officer,” which means 
an officer that may be called upon in 
case of emergency for special duty, 
and the city ordinance fixes his sal- 
ary while acting as such. 

A “reserve” officer is one who has 
been selected after requisition by the 
appointing officer, for promotion to 
the reserve force. Once a_ reserve 
‘officer he is exempt from further ex- 
aminations, no matter what his age, 
and he is at all times eligible for ap- 
pointment to the permanent force. 

At the time the law relative to re- 
serve officers ‘was ‘adopted by the City 
Council and approved by the Mayor, 
there were severat special officers and 
twho had beey such for a number of 
years, whe “wére so near the age lim- 
At that another year would have de- 
barred them from eyer becoming reg- 
ular or permanent policemen, and it 
was largely for that reason that the 
law was adopted. 

The number of reserve men is, how- 
ever, limited by law. That is in ef- 
fect the department is entitled to one 
reserve Officer for every three perm- 
anent men up to a certain number.

SCHOOL CHANGES, 


There have been several resigna- 
tions in the teaching force of the pub- 
lic schools during the summer vaca- 
tion. These include William R. Kram- 
er of the Willard school, Ralph P. 
Currier of the High school, Miss Mar- 
ion Chadbourn, English teacher of the 
High. school, and Miss Ruth Small of 
the Wollaston school. 

The regular advertisement of the 
school committee, in relation to the 
opening of schools will probably be 
published next week. The advertise- 
ment will be similar to that of other 
years with one exception. That is in 
regard to the school age. Heretofore 
the school age was five years. Under 
the new rules the school age is six 
years, Children will, however, be ad- 
mitted twice a year, that is in Septem- 
ber and January. This change in the 
rules is expected to result in a smaller 
first grade. 

Attention of parents is also called 
to the new law in relation to labor 
certificates. Under the law passed by 
the legislature this year; a’ child leav- 
ing school to enter employment, in ad- 
dition to obtaining a labor certificate 
from the School Committee, must al- 
so receive a certificate from the school 
medical examiner. This law creates 
a new school officer who will probab- 
ly be appointed by the School Com- 
mittee at its next meeting.

TUBERCULOSIS WAR 


What women have done in the last 
four years in the campaign against 
tuberculosis, is discussed in an in- 
teresting report today by the Nation- 
al Asscciation for the Study and Pre- 
vention of Tuberculosis. Four years 
ago the only active women workers in 
the anti-tuberculosis movement were 
a little group of about thirty women’s 
clubs. Today 800,000 women under 
the health department of the General 
Federation of Women’s clubs in every 


state and territory of the United 
States are banded together against 
this disease, and more than 2,000 


clubs are taking a special interest in 
the crusade. Not less than $500,000 
is raised annually by them for tuber- 
culosis work, besides millions that 
are secured through their efforts in 
state and municipal appropriations.

PRETTY SCENES. 


The editor of the Fine Arts depart- 
ment writes as follows on pictures at 
the Aviation field in Quincy: 

“As you approach the Aviation field 
at Quincy, in the midst of a motley 
procession which for hours blackens 
the causeway, you get a succession of 
gay pictures, in which the blue waters 
of many bays and estuaries, flashing 
under the afternoon sunlight, form 
the liveliest notes. Marshes spread 
on all sides, with russet passages and 
the dull greens of late summer, and 
beyond these wide expanses rise is- 
lands and promontories crowned by 
cedars. Over towards Boston, be- 
yond bays of blue water ruffled by the 
breeze, rise the chimneys of great 
mills, filling the sky with wreaths of 
thick brown smoke. The far hills of 
Milton lift their gently rounded out- 
lines against the sky in the southwest 
and on all the intervening heights are 
lines and masses of black, growing 
denser and ever more black as the af- 
ternoon wears on towards twilight. 

“On the field itself there are many 
moving spots of color. Two rows of 
white tents yonder provide shelter for 
the aeroplanes, and from time to time 
you see a machine emerge, pushed out 
to the starting line by mechanicians. 
A white flag is waved as a signal that 
somebody is going to do something; a 
red flag is waved, and the act is under 
way. There is a whir of propellor 
blades; the biplane moves over the 
level ground for a few yards, gather- 
ing speed, and, as easily as a huge 
bird, leaves the earth, and soars 
aloft, while the stands rustle and 
murmur and stare. The biplanes are 
of neutral colors, the predominating 
tone being a faint light-yellow ocher, 
which varies in the different makes. 
Between the two planes, in the centre, 
the little black spot, now and then al- 
most invisible, is the aviator. 

“On the ground the biplane is not 
an object of surpassing beauty; but 
when it is in the air the poetry of its 
motion gives it something of the grace 
of a bird in flight. While it is still a 
novelty, we are unable in cold blood 
to say just how pictorial it may be; 
the wonder of the achievement must 
first obscure all other thoughts. The 
motor is a _ distinctly machine-like 
machine, there is no evading that; but 
on the Farman biplane the propeller 
blades are invisible when at work, 
they move so swiftly, and at a_half- 
mile distance there is no sound from 
them, so that the thing seems to float, 
glide, swoop and soar, as it were, 
without effort naturally, like a deni- 
zen of the air. 

“Toward five o’clock

Ralph Johnstone's biplane, as it takes 
the sharp turn just beyond the auto- 
mobile parking space, _ silhouettes 
itself like a dragonfly meking dizzy 
reverse curves in space. The most as- 
tonishing thing is how soon the sense 
of novelty wanes. We live in such an 
age of wonders that even this su- 
preme wonder of inventions does not 
for long retain its power to thrill. 
“The most interesting thing in the 
world is the people. This spectacle of 
hundreds of thousands of people, 
drawn by a commor interest from far 
and near, is what really interests the 
imagination. It is like an army. 
There are your pictures, in the grand- 
stand, in the automobiles, about the 
hangars, about the judge’s stand, on 
the causeway, about the railroad sta- 
tions and in the vast concourse of ve- 
hicles which chokes all the roads 
leading to Atlantic; it is a twelve-day 
long Derby Day, or Grand Prix, or 
Harvard-Yale football crowd. It is an 
experience that is worth while to be 
in it and of it, and the element of the 
picturesque is never wanting.

RED CROSS CHRISTMAS SEALS. 

Arrangements for the sale of Red 
Cross Christmas seals for 1910 are 
announced in a bulletin issued to- 
day by the National association for 
the Study and Prevention of Tuber- 
culosis an dthe American Red Cross. 
“A million for tuberculosis” will be 
the slogan of the 1910 campaign. 

Two features of the sale this year 
are unique and will bring consider- 
able capital to the tuberculosis fight- 
ers. The American National Red 
Cross is to issue the stamps as in 
former years, but this orzanization 
will work in close co-operation with 
the National association for the 
Study and Prevention of Tuberculo- 
sis, which body wil] share in 
proceeds of the sales. The

| The Globe Man at the Quincy meet 
tells how the altitude of the aviators 
was taken by angles. Off to the north 
side of the aviation course, in the field 
near the beach, I had a talk with one 
of the four young men who carry on 
the work of taking the altitude of the 
flyers. 

He was seated on a perch, or plat- 
form, about four feet high. Under the 
| platform was a telephone booth, a 
young man sitting at the instrument. 
Above the platform a sextant was 
fixed to a wooden support, in a suit- 
| able position for the observer to look 
through it easily while seated. It was 
like an ordinary sea captain's sextant, 
except that the finding mirror was 
larger, and it was fitted with an ar- 
rangement for moving the indicator, 
called an alidade, more rapidly than 
usual along the arc of degrees, known 
as the vernier scale. This instrument 
is placed at the end of a base line 5000 
feet long, at the other end of which, in 
a field near the Quincy shore boule- 
vard and Squantum street, is another 
sextant, similarly equipped. 

“As these instruments can work only 
in one vertical plane,” said the young 
man to me, speaking a language 
known to scientists and sailors, “we 
have two stations on the hills at some 
distance from the field which work in 
conjunction with us.” 

One of these auxiliary stations is 
near the Quincy water tower, and the 
} other on Forbes hill. They are 6200 

feet apart. Each is equipped with a 

surveyor’s transit and they are con- 

nected by telephone. The operators 
arrange to sight a machine at the 
same moment. 

“As the theodolite records both 
horizontally and vertically,” said the 
young man to me, “their observations 
are a good check on ours, and we are 
able to tell exactly how high a mach- 
ine goes, unless sight of it is ob- 
scured by clouds,”

WILLIAM J. COLEMAN. 


The poisonous fumes from smould 
ering chemicals proved fatal to Wil- 
liam -J. Coleman, superintendent of 
the American Agricultural Chemical 
works at| North Weymouth. Until 
within the last few years this plant 
has been ‘known as the Bradley Fer- 
tilizer works. Mr. Coleman first en- 
tered.the' employ of this company 
when hg left the high school. His 
ability was, noted by his employers 
and it was not long before he began 
to climb ‘the steps which finally led 
him to the ‘superintendent's chair. 

Before Mr. Bradley was made presi-| 
dent of the Agricultural Chemical 
company, Mr. Coleman was manager 
of the manufactory, but upon his em- 
ployer’s cal to the higher office he 
practically supplanted him with the 


During the past two years Mr. Cole- 
man has been Exalted Ruler of tho 
Quincey lodge of Elks, and in that 
position his executive ability has had 
‘much to do with the success of the 
lodge. Other organizations to which 
he belonged. were the Quincy council, 
Knights of Columbus and the Mona- 
tiquot colony, Pilgrim Fathers, of 
Weymouth. 

A little after one o'clock Sunday 
morning Mr, Coleman was aroused 
by the fire alarm, and went to do his 
; duty. A man of less courage might 
have gone, but his sense of duty 
would not, have compelled him to 
run the risk of losing his life. Mr. 
Coleman insisted upon directing the 
stream from one of the hoses him- 
self, and in doing this was obliged to 
get dangerously near the soporific 
flames. The members of the fire de- 
partment, which. belonged to the 
works ,tried to dissuade him from 
continuing at his post, but he was 
not to be moved, and the excitement 
prevented his realizing the fact that 
he was inhaling poison with every 
breath. 

At 6 o'clock in the morning the fire 
was practically out, and Mr. Cole- 
man .went home little realizing how 
near he was :to death's door. 

Upon his arrival at his home the 
reaction began to take place, and the 
gaseous poison began to do its work. 
| Physicians, were summoned from 
Weymouth and Drs. D. B. Reardon 
and Dr.' Michael Sweeney from this 
city, but their united skill was unable 
to save his life, and he died at 3 
o'clock Monday afternoon. 

Mr. Coleman, it is almost needless 
to Bay, Was very popular, not only 
among his friends, but with the em- 
ployees at the factories which is per- 
haps a still greater recommendation. 
The old saying goes that no man is a 
hero to his valet. Mr. Coleman 
proved the exception for he expected 
of no man more than he himself 
would do in his place, and his abso- 
lute justice and his knowledge of 
men gaye him a command which was 
tempered with mercy. He was a 
general who. commanded from the 
front, and depended on his own re- 
sources for victory. When” he en- 
tered the building which was seething 
with flames it was not recklessness 
but his sense of justice which would 
not allow him to expect others to go 
where he: did not have the courage to 
go. Thus died a brave man. 

Mr. Coleman is survived ‘by James 
and Matthew Coleman ,his brothers, 
Miss Margaret Coleman and Mrs. 
Catherine Sweeney his sisters and 
two nephews, Dr. Matthew J. Sween- 
ey of Weymouth and Dr. Michael 
Sweeney of Atlantic. 

The funeral took place Thursday 

morning. It was the largest and 
most impressive that has-taken’ place 
in this vicinity, for years, giving evi- 
dence of Mr. Coleman’s popularity. 
. At 8.30 the Quincy lodge B. P. O. E., 
No. 943, conducted Elks services at 
his late residence, 443 Bridge street. 
Lawrence H. Sullivan, P. E. R. of 
Boston lodge, No. 10, who takes the 
place of the late Exalted Ruler, was 
in charge of the ceremonies. He was 
assisted by Elmer L. Paine, esteemed 
leading knight; Robert J. Williams, 
esteemed loyal knight, George A.
